— The British 
West river stea: er Taton, whici 
naled that it had been attached by 
pirates, has arrived here. 
that the pirates, whose numbers were 
variously estimated at from i to 100 
and who were armed with revolvers, 
came on board at L.ongkong last night 


disguised as passengers bounl for 
Kongmoon. 
The Taion was three hours out 


f-om Hongkorg and was just outside 
British quarters and entering the Can 
ton river delta, wh.n the pirates rose 
They killed the Chinese steersman, 
and havin> thus held the steamer up, 
seized Captain Holmes, Chief Officer 
Cornwall .1d Engineer Macartney, 
whom they tied up securely. 

They attempted to burn a woman 
missionary’s cabin with rags soaked 
in paraffine, and having stolen <'‘l her 
money, amoun ‘ng to $80, a> 1 her gold 
watch, took her into the saloon. The 
woman prevailed on the pirates not to 
harm the European officers. 

‘The pirates ‘lled one and wounded 
four passengers all Chinese: ransack- 
ed the officers’ cabins, stealing $170 
in cash, besides a quantit~ of valu- 
ables, and secured a _ consierable 
amount of booty from the passengers 

They disabled the engines and dyna- 
mo, smashed ihe switchboar1 to atoms 
and carried off the ship's lehts and 
stands of arms and ammunition. They 
held possession of the -teamer for 
four hours, eventually rowing off in 
a boat, which they stole, and two sam- 
pans.

For Cheaper Living. 


It would seem as if the farmers 
have at last succeeded in direct- 
ing the attention of the urban 
population to the advantages 
that will accrue to them by buy- 
ing from the farmer direct instead 
of through the middleman that 
stands berween. The way which 
the market proposition, reported 
in this issue, was taken up by 
Calgary housewives, is evidence 
of this. 

There is another matter which 
various Strathmore farmers are 
trying to bring before the people 
of Calgary at the present time, 
and that is the desirabiliy of hav- 
ing a complete chilled meat plant, 
which will enable the farmer to 
mraket his beet at the best possi- 
ble advantage to himself >nd con- 
sumer and hopes are entertained 
that the city of Calgary may take 
itup in the interest of its citizens 
on whom the high price of meats 
is at present bearing heavily. 
The scheme would necessitate the 
establishment of municipal stock 
yards, slaughterhouse, — chill- 
ed meat storage warehouse, and 
control of switching facilities, 
At the present time the farmer 
has got to sell to the big packers, 
and he and the consumers are 
suffering for this. Witha plant 
as outlined above a farmer could 
have his cattle killed and placed 
in cold stcrage till he could sell 
them advantageously, and retail 
butchers could also buy from 
there, To enable the cattle to be 
handled economically the city 
would require to see that they 
were unloaded as soon as possi- 
ble after they arrived, hence the 
necessity for control of the switch- 
ing lines. 

Mayor Sinnott stated what 
seemed to us to be a gratuitous 
insult at the farmers of the dis- 
trict surrounding Calgary when 
he said the fact that various veg- 
etables, dairy produce and beef, 
were being imported into Calgary 
from distant points was the farm- 
ers own fault, they being too 
much engrossed in growing 
grain, If the Mayor had made 
some investigation he would have 
found that the reason the farmers 
do not grow more potatoes, and 
other vegetables, or ship more 
eggs and butter is because they 
cannot sell them when they do 
raise them. At the present time 
there are many farmers in the dis- 
trict who have potatoes on their 
hands for the simple reason that 
they cannot sell them, At the 
present time, we are intormed, 
the farmers are being paid ge 
per dozen for eggs through the 
local stores, while at the same time 
the Calagary housewife is paying 
30c and 35c according to the fig- 
ures in Calgary papers, for eggs 
probably not as fresh. If the 
farmer and the consumer could 
get together, the farmer will get 
more for his produce, and the 
housewife will get better goods 
for less money.

THE NEAR WEST 
THE FAR WEST 


Country Beyond Great Lakes Divided 
Into Two Parts by Panama 


Canal 


According to Mr. Norman Lambert, 
in the Toronto Globe, Western Canada 
is being divided economically into two 
parts. “The West” as people have de- 
scribed that portion of the Dominion 
for many years, is rapidly becoming, 
in the language of the day, either “the 
far West” or “the near West.” 

The line of cleavage is taking more 
definite form and these terms are be- 
coming more popular as preparations 
are made to take advantage of the 
new trade route which will come to 
Canada with the opening of the Pan- 
ama Canal in 1915. 

Necessitates the Term 

It is the industrial development 
which has taken place in the far West 
in 1912 that has necessitated more 
strongly than ever the complementary 
term “the near West.” 

While so far as manufacturing is 
concerned Manitoba expanded more 
extensively than any other part of 
Canada in 1912, having granted 106 
charters ‘for purely industria! com- 
panies since last January, the most 
interesting and significant feature in 
the economic growth of the country 
has been the remarkable industrial 
activity in “the far West,” which, 
broadly speaking, comprises the ter- 
ritory west of Moose Jaw. 

Undoubtedly the most important 
phase of this development has been 
the introduction of the flour industry 
into Medicine Hat, bringing that city 
to the extraordinary position of being 
the first milling centre in the British 
Empire 

Ogilvies, the 
Company, and the 
tario Flour Mill Company entered 
Medicine Hat in 1912, and with the 
increased capacity of the Medicine Hat 
Milling Company, which has operzted 
in a small way for some time, will 
before the end of 1913 be turning out 
12,000 barrels of flour every day.

MUST BE PROTECTED 


Otherwise It Cannot Survive the 
Cheap Products of Colored and 
Oriental Labor 
The Toronto Globe quotes an 
authority on the Orient to show that 
the revolution in China has a serious 
aspect for neighboring white races. 
The real Yellow’ Peril lies in the 
pressure that the millions of thrifty 
Chinese toilers, inured to great pri- 
vations, must sooner or later exert 
upon economic and industrial con- 
ditions in the Western world. Their 
wonderful adaptability, uncomplaining 
pationce, untiring industry, great skill 
as craftsmen, and remarkable capacity 
for passive resistance have never been 
equalled, by any race, unless it be 
the persecuted Hebrew. This economic 
pressure has already led Australia to 
guard against the menace of a yellow 
immigration. Its effects are apparent 
also in the Straits Settlements, the 
Dutch Indies, the treaty ports of 
China, and the Russian railway towns 
of Manchuria. In these centres the 
white workman has been hopelessly 
beaten in the stern economic struggle 
of life. Where the two live side by 
side the balance of economic power 
passes into the hands of the Asiatic. 
Within the memory of the present 
generation the wealth of the Straits 
Settlements and of Hong Kong has 
been transferred to the Chinese. At 
Harbin and Tsitsihar, in Chinese ter. 
ritory, Russian railway porters may 
be seen carrying the luggage of first- 
class Chinese passengers. This is the 
real yellow peril—the unceasing strug- 
gle for existence of three hundred 
millfon Asiatics, who are ready to 
work for wages on which white men 
would starve. The settlement of 
China, therefore, is of serious concern 
to the white nations. How would 
Canadian workmen survive without 
tariff protection against the cheap 
products of colored men that thrive 
on a pittance which would not keep 

white men alive? 


INDUSTRIAL GENTRES 
RAISE FARM VALUES 


The Highest Prices of Land in the 
United States Are in Manufac- 
turing Districts 


The Farmers’ Sun of Toronto ob- 


serves: 

The average value of farm 
lands in the United States in 
1910, according to the United 
States census, was $32.40 as 
Against $15.17 ten years before. 


The highest values are mostly in 
some of the New England States, 
{n the Middle West and California, 
where they run up to $125 per 
acre and over. In a large part 
of Texas and some of the arid 

States of the West, as well as in 

considerable portions of the South- 

ern States, values run under $10 
an acre. 

The highest values are recorded in 
the industrial centres-—-in the New 
England States, in the rich Middle 
West, and California. In Texas, given 
over largely to ranching, with few 
noteworthy home markets, farm land 
values are scarcely more than 
third of those claimed for Illinois, 
Iowa and other States in the “Bread 
basket” of the Republic—a section 
that points triumphantly to its exhibit 
of scores of manufacturing centres. 

The lesson for the Canadian prov- 
inces is obvious. The multiplication 
of industrial centres brings a corres- 
ponding rise in farm values. Eastern 
and western Canada are already learn- 
ing this from their own experience. 


FLIGHT FROM FREE TRADE 


The Toronto News observes editor- 
jally: 

“With the approach of spring the 
flight from Free Trade England has 
begun again. Nowhere in the modern 
world is there so much of poverty 
and of misery as in the Mother Coun- 
try. Great Britain alone strives to 
fight a protectionist world. It is a 
vain battle against the gods. 

“Cheap labor flows in from other 
countries. With this comes also cheap 
goods from other countries, Both 
forces rob British workmen of em- 
ployment and lower the conditions of 
living for great multitudes. 

“What has come to pass in England 
under free trade some people would 
introduce into Canada, In vain, how- 
ever, is the net spread in sight of the 
bird.”
